London, Nov. 20. — Continuing his spoeoh 
bofore the National Union of tho Conserva- 
tive Association on (Tuesday night, Lord 
Salisbury, the British promlor, said :— 
" Some porsonB seem to imagine that we, 
the peoplo of Great Britain, oan dispose of 
all tho decisions of all tho European powers. 
This is crediting us with more influence 
than wo possesB. Whatever is done must 
bo done with unanimity, and we can ouly 
speak in behaif of ono of the powore. which 
will concur, If the powers do concur, in any 
action which may be taken. I will not 
admit that tho responsibility of any of tho 
decisions tuken teste ontiroly or mainly on 
this country. Tho responsibility is upon ua, 
and upon all the powers in common. All 
those who have the responsibility must not 
together, so if there are others who cannot 
agree to aot with tho powers those others 
oannot have their own way. Bat I am In 
nowise desirous of intimating that the 
•slightest shade of disagreement up to this 
moment has arisen between the powers." 

Lord Salisbury proceeded to Bpeak in 
terms of high appreciation of Rustem Pasha, 
who, he fourod, would not recover from his 
present illnees. Ho spoke specifically of the 
former administration of Rustem Pasha at 
Lebanon, and said he was convinced that if 
men like him had boon plaoed In chargo of 
the districts where all these horrors bad 
occurred, the conscience of Europe would 
never have been raoked by all these tales of 
suffering and terror. If there had been men 
around the Sultan like Rustem Pasha, the 
present condition* would not esi:t. The 
present problori could not bo solved by tho 
external action of the advising powers. 
This Lord Salisbury pronounced a clumsy 
devlae at least. Continuing, he said the 
problem should have been solved by the 
natural oporation of the working counselors 
of an enlightened monarchy acting through 
effioient and competent instruments. lord 
Salisbury added : 

" I do not see who the men are who stand 
as representatives of the Rustem Fash* typo 
of officials ab tho sublime Porte. I exhort 
you to consider that terrible Armenian prob 
lorn as quite as much one of competent men 
as of adequate laws ; that tho mere writing 
of new provisions upon fresh deorees oannot 
supply the plooe of govornors who know 
how and, what Ib equally important, who 
have tho courage and Integrity to do their 
duty. I have no doub] that tho powers 
will do their best, but do nob imagine that 
deep-seated disease in an empire can be 
cured by the wave of a magician's wand. 
The results of long years of error will have 
to be paid for, and by a cruel and inoxor- 
able law those will pay who were nob or- 
iginally guilty of the offences. I have taken 
you for the moment into the unncouatomed 
field of foreign policy. Nothing bub the 
circumstances which I have oxplainod would 
have persuaded me to do so, for I maintain 
that a foreign minister, above all others, is 
bound to value and oberish the virtues of 
silence." 

Lord Salisbury then turned to domestic 
affairs, and said the Conservative victory 
was mainly due to tho fact thab the magnet- 
ic influence of a great statesman, which had 
been exercised in a sinister spirit, had been 
removed. In conolueion, ho dwelt upon the 
divisions among tho Irishmen, and said if 
they were left alone thoy would cut their 
own throats. 

Lori Salisbury added that he had no 
new bills to announce. The first thing to 
claim their attention was tho matter of 
naval defonce, so for some time to come it 
might be oxpeoted that the Admiralty de- 
partment would be an importunate claimanb 
ab tho doors of tho national treasury. Ho 
hoped that tho government would make a 
sinoora <fT>rc to mitigate tho agricultural 
distress in various seotions of the oountry, 
but deolined to encourage any romantic 
dreamB of tho farmers, concluding this part 
of his address with the statement : " Pro- 
tectionist countries aro suffering not less 
than our own." 

The Times this morning printB an editor- 
ial commenting upon tho speooh of Lord 
Salisbury at Brighton, and assortB that the 
lottor written by tho Sultan to tho Prime 
Minister waB a remarkable tribute to the 
infiuonoe whioh Lord Salisbury hoida In 
Europe Tho Times adds that it may bo 
doubted as to whether tho Sultan will bo 
greatly pleased with the result of bis ap- 
peal, since Lord Salisbury declines to aot 
outsidoof the concerted powers. 

Tho Standard aay s that bbo pathetic sin- 
cerity of the letter to Lord Salisbury will 
gain for tho Sultan the sympathy of all 
Englishmen. Tho only effeob of the Sultan'8 
lottor and Lord Salisbury's speeob. is to con- 
firm tho prime minister's judgment as to tho 
obiof responsibility for tho broakdown of tho 
government of Turkey. 

The Morning Post, in an editorial this 
morning, Bays thab it must be admitted that 
Lord Salisbury's warning to tho Sultan was 
as unrolenting as the circumstances were 
oruel. No ono oan fail to be struck by tho 
pathetic dignity and frank oarnootness of 
the Sultan's reply to Lord Muyor'fl day din- 
nor address. 

Tho Dally News, commenting upon the 
lotter of the Sultan to Lord Salisbury, saya 
that the Incident shows that callous as the 
Sultan certainly Is, ho oortalnly caroB for 
public opinion and for tho good wieheB of 
the people of Groat Britain. 

The Chroniole Baya that so undignified 
and childish an act is unprecedented in the 
history of the diplomatic world, and adds 
thab tho Snltan'a repentanoo probably comes 
boo late.

Ungrateful Cubans Do Not Co-opeiate With 
the Home Government. 

Havana, Nov. 20.— The Diario del Ejer 
oito, the leading army journal, caused a sen, 
B&tion to-day by heading an editorial: "A 
Great Shame and a Great Misfortune/' 
Among other things this editorial said : "A 
sorrowful Bpeobable Ib presented to the eyeB 
of the watohing world. After all Spain'a 
aaorlficea made to combat bhe enemy in 
Cuba, ahe finds her ohlef enemy among her 
own people ar> tho island." The editorial 
then refers to the reformists raising internal 
political dissenBiona, provoking criticism of 
government acta, whoroas they should aot 
in unison to Btrengthon Spain's handB in- 
stead cf resorting to privato biokerings, and 
almost challenging tho government; itself. 
In conclusion the editorial denounces the 
praotice of appealing to Blander and oal- 
umny, and oondemus the attacks made upon 
even tho highest in power. Tho papor says 
it is simply shameful to proceed in suoh a 
manner at those tlmeo, and insists that the 
political quarrels should, bo siloucod in tlmo 
to save tho blood of tho Boldiers and to ob- 
viate national dtshonor.

THE SILVER. QUESTION. 

Secretary Carlisle's Declaration on This Inr 
portant Subject. 

New York, Nov. 10.— In the oourae of 
his speech at the 127ch annual banquet oi 
the ohumber of commerce of New York, hold 
at Delmonico'a on Tuesday evening, Secre- 
tary Carlisle said : " Oar legal standord of 
value Ib as Bound as any country in the 
world, and If we had such a curronoy sys- 
tem as to guarantee its permanonb mainten- 
ance, no government would command a 
larger credib or roalize greater benefits from 
lb than ours, but the great investors of tho 
world appreciate bho dlffiouitleB under whioh 
we are laboring, and until these difficulties 
are removed we cannot reasonably hope to 
see perfect confidence restored ab homo or 
abroad." 

1 The fundamental vice In onr currenoy 
syBtom Ib the legal tonder noto redeemable 
In coin by the government and reisauable 
undor the law. Thoro are other defeots, but 
this threatens tho stability of the whole 
volume of our currenoy. The proposition 
that a promise of tha government to pay 
money Ib money, is just as absurd as the 
proposition that a promise to deliver a horse 
ib a horse, and yet there are eminent men, 
high in public counolls, who beliove that a 
United States promissory note is actual 
money and thnb tho etatute whioh compels 
all the poople to receive it aa actual money 
Is constitutional and ought to be continued 
in force. 

1 The agitation for free coinage of legal 
tonder silvor Ib prodloated upon the same 
viciouB prinolple that underlies tho legisla- 
tion making paper promisoa a legal tonder;

THE ALAftMED SULTAN 



Personally Dictating- Instructions to 
the Provincial Governors to 
Restore Order. 



Armenians of Constantinople Are uo 
Longer in Danger— Death of 
Bnstem Pasha. 

Constantinople, Nov. 20.— The Sultan 
continues In a state of the greatest alarm. 
Some of hh ministers have to be kept con- 
sbanbly guarded by soldiers In order to give 
thorn courage enough to transact tho busi- 
ness of their rospeotivo ofSoeB. Throughout 
tho night of Saturday, November 16, the 
most oritloal for tho Turkish empire, the 
Sultan waa engaged, Bitting close to telegraph 
instruments in Yildiz KioBk, peraonaliy 
dictating instructions to the provincial 
governors to do their duty to restore 
order in their districts. This indicate" that 
the Sultan has finally determined to take 
the roitiB of government in hla own hands. 

As intimated, during tho last few days, 
the attitudo of the Sultan has undergone a 
decided change since bhe other fleets began 
to j;ln the British flsot in the naval demon- 
tration in Salonioa bay. No doubt the 
pressure brought bo bear upon the Sultan 
has been strong enough to mako him take 
poreonal chargo of the work in Armenia, 
and it Ib now hoped there will bo no further 
bloodshed. His Majosty has sanctioned the 
scheme for reforms submitted by the three 
great powere, and preparations are now pro- 
ceeding to carry them oub. 

The lack of sufficient funds to equip the 
reserves oalled out and the scarcity of rogu- 
lar troopa In tho disturbed provinces are a 
matter of great oonoern to the Saltan, who 
is Bald to be tapidly getting an idea of the 
oxtenb to whioh the disorder has spread. 
Winter, wibh its deadly cold and deep 
anows to interrupt, will, it Ib oxpeoted, pat 
a stop to the Kurdish outbreaks more ef- 
fectively than tho Turkiah troopa. Ib will 
also prevent much nowa from reaching Con- 
stantinople. 

. dispatoh from TIflis, Russian Trans- 
caucasia, saya the Armenian Catholics have 
received a reply to the communication re- 
cently sent to the Russian ambassador here, 
M. de Nelldoff. It ia as follows : " The 
Armenians of Constantinople city are now 
reassured they aro threatened with no 
danger. In the provinoee, however, there 
are regrobbable conflicts whioh in most cases 
are caused by bhe Armenians, who were 
instigated by their revolutionary committee. 
The resulb was a torrlblo revenge on the 
part of the Turks in the shape of horrible 
maaaaoroB of the ChrisiianB." 

London, Nov. 20. — The correBpondeet of 
the Daily News at Rome says that Austria 
propoBoa that the combined floots of Russia 
and Austria should force the Dardanelles, 
and thab their joint armies should occupy 
Constantinople, if necessary. To these pro- 
positions Russia declined to agree. 

The correspondanb aays ib ia reported in 
official circlea that, in view of the posaible 
disruption of Turkey, Russia and Great 
Britain are negotiating an agreement which 
will give tho Czar a froe hand for the occu- 
pation or annexation of Anatolia, while 
Great Britain will have the right bo estab- 
lish a permanent proteoborate over Egypt. 

No news of fresh diaturbancea in Asia 
Minor have been received since Saturday, 
and confidence ia apparently being restored. 
Ab Aleppo ib la hoped bhe worsb Is over and 
It is believed quiet has been re-esbablished 
in European Turkey. 

The death of Rustem Pashu, Turkish am- 
bassador to London, whioh ooourred early 
this morning, has been anticipated for some 
time. HiB demise ia generally regrettod in 
official circles, as his upright conducb and 
generous ^disposition were appreciated by 
all. His good qualities were feelingly re- 
ferred to by the Marquia of Salisbury in an 
important speech made yesterday at Brigh- 
ton before the National Union of the Con- 
servative association,

Serious Accident— Mining at Gabiiola

Vancouver, Nov. 20. — The olty council 
after adjourning on TueBday morning Bat 
again ab 7 30 and continued until nearly one 
o'clock on Wednesday morning, discussing 
the lighting of the city. When the agree- 
ment with the Western Eleotrio Cu. had 
been aaoopted olauee by cluuao with the ex- 
ception of one or two olauBes, Mr. G. De 
Wolf aakod pormiaalon to address the coun- 
cil. He then made an offer to light the olty 
for 26 oents for the preaent number of lights, 
a oent and a half cheaper than the Western 
Electrio Co., and presented a cheek for 
§1,000 as a token of good faith. Mr. De 
Wolf's proposition will be considered at the 
nexb regular meeting. 

The audienoe in the opera house last night 
on the occasion of the Triby performance 
was the most enthusiastic of the seacon. 

The Countoss of Aberdeon presided at a 
meeting of the executive of tho Council of 
Women at the Hotel Vancouver last night. 

In Vanoouver the bodies of those who 
have mot their death by accident or violence 
havo in tho past been on exhibition at the 
undertakers' instead of at tho morgue. An 
attempt 1b now being made to have tho 
authorities inatruot that all such bodies be 
sent to the morgue. It is said that children 
of tender years are frequently seen viewing 
partially decomposed remains. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminster, Nov. 20.— Mr. J. Winto 
muto, of Wintemnte Bros., was struck vlo 
lently on tho head by a piece of flying tim 
ber yesterday. He wob rendered uncon 
ecious and is still in a critical condition. 

The synod of the Church of England, 
diocese of New Westminster was opened at 
Holy Trinity Cathedral thia morning. At 
10 o'clock the office for tho enthronement of 
the Lord Bishop was performed, Rov. C. 
Coucher of Yale, tho senior priest of the 
diocese, officiating. Choral holy communion 
followed, the Bishop being both preaoher 
and celebrant. At the cIobo of the sacra 
ment, the office for the opening of the synod 
waa said, and after the rolls had bBen called 
and the minutes read the Bishop delivered 
his first pastoral address. 

The gold excitement has been making 
itaelf felt for some time in the Spallumcheen 
and Okanagan valleys, some thirty claims 
being entored last month.

Goodrich is Found Guilty of Forgery, 
and Dolpulug, of House- 
breaking. 



The Grand Jury Brings in " No Bill ' 
in the Chinese Perjury 
CaBe. 



The Fall issizes were resumed yesterday 
morning at 10 o'olook, the firBt ooso being 
that of F. R. Goodrioh, charged with for- 
fiery und personating Remus Goodrich. The 
prisoner pleaded not guilty, and asked Mr. 
\V. H. Langloy to defend him. 

Mr. P. Irving, for the Crown, stated 
the cabo, whioh wua that the prisoner had 
last March reoeived at the post offioe a let- 
ter intended for Remus Goodrioh, enclosed 
in it being a draft for §18 75 sent from Ore. 
gon City by C. H. Dye and payable to R. 
Goodrich. The prisonor had endorsed the 
drafb "R, Goodrich" and reoeived the 
money for it at the Bink of Montreal, 

Mr. E Pitt, accountant cf the 15mk of 
Montreal, proved that the draft had been 
paid, Mr. H F. Tojmie having identified tho 
prisonor at tho bank as being named Good 
rich ; and Sergeant Langley, of the provin- 
cial police, stated that the prlsouor had ad- 
mitted to him that ho had taken the draft 
and expeated he would get four years for it. 

Tho jury brought in a verdict of guilty on 
both counts. 

J. Dolphiog, charted with breaking into 
the house of Mollio Roaencrantz on Chatham 
street, also pleaded not guilty. Ho, too, 
was defended by Mr. Lancley, who was 
asked to take the case after the jury had 
been sworn. 

Mollie RoBencrnntz stated that she had 
awakened about half-past six on the morn 
ing of the 10th instant and found the 
prisoner standing in front of her bureau in 
her room going through the articles in one 
of the drawers. She asked him what he 
was doing there and the prisoner ran down 
stairs and escaped from tho house. En 
trance to the house had evidently been 
effected through the kitohen window. 

Constable Smith gave evidence about the 
arrest, and Dsteotivo Perdue and the Chin 
one cook told of mud tracks in the kitohen 
and showed tbab some oce had entered by 
the window. 

Tho defence claimed an alibi and the 
prisoner was put on oath and swore that on 
tho night of the 9th he had beon in a house 
in Pandora street and did nob rise from bod 
till 10 o'clock the nut morning. In cross- 
examination he admitted that he had served 
a term in jail for theft. 

Robert Oorbln aworo that he had let the 
prisoner into hia house on Pandora street bo- 
fore 2 o'olock on Sunday morning and woke 
up at half-paBt !) or 10 o'olock the same 
morning to rind Ltie prisoner still there. Ho 
did not think Dolphing could have cono out 
without waking him. 

A verdlot of guilty waB brought in by tho 
jury after an absence of only a few minuses 
The grand jury brought in "no bill" in 
the caso of Fung Due, oharged with perjury. 
They were then dismissed until to morrow 
morning at 11 o'clock, when they will prob- 
ably make their proaentment. 

Tho court was also adjourned till Friday 
at half -past 10, whon the two gambling oases, 
the only trials tbab remain to bo disposed of, 
will come on. Mr. Irving yesterday an- 
nounced for tho crown that the Farrell case 
would stand over until next assize.

THE PEISONERS OF PIRATES. 

M. and Mme. Lyaudet's Strango Experience 
While Being Held for Ransom 
In Tonkins. 

M. Paul Lyandet, wbo with his wife and 
little child waa oaptured by pirates at Kebao 
in Tongking on the L'4thof April last and was 
released to the French authorities on October 
8, is once more with his English and Frenoh 
friendB ab Haiphong, according to advices 
brought by the just arrived EmproBB of 
Caina The unfortunate party underwent 
frightful hardships— fortunately most un- 
common in this ond of the century — and 
their heroiam and patience contributed no 
donbb very largely to tho suocess of the 
Frenoh authorities in the energetio action 
which on this occasion they have taken. 

From the dato of their seizure M. and 
Mme. Lyaudet and their child ware kept on 
tho march through jungle and mountain 
psBses that all but defied progress, until 
they reached Chinese territory. There on 
May 3 M. Lyandet was ordered to write a 
letter to the manager of the Kebao Coal 
Mining Co., demanding a ransom of $1,000,- 
000 — whioh Bum was, however, reduced a 
little later to $000,000. Between May 1 
and July 15, their camp was ohanged fifty- 
six tlmeB, and on July 16 they re crossed 
the frontier and reached the fastness of 
Panai. 

Tno French authorities had In tho moan, 
while determined that there must hi no 
more tempoviz"ng with the outlaws, and 
when tho plrateB arrived in Panai, whioh 
they regarded as impregnable, the French 
troops were already in the vioioity. Bv 
the 17th Bhella from tho French fi I ' e e 
began to whistle and shriek in th« vio 
of tho captives who until the 31at weie 
kept constantly in the camp, exposed to 
danger of death from the fire of the r 
countrymen as well ab from tho anger of tte 
pirates. On that dato the bandit leaders, 
apparently realizing the folly of exposing 
them to risks, took thorn again across 
the Chinoao frontier. 

For thirteen days they remained among 
tho hilla, Bubalsting on a daily diet of boiled 
maize and taw flesh,Juritil it was decided ' m to 
send M. Lyaudet into Tongking with a pro- 
posal that §20,000 ransom should bo paid, 
his wifo and child remaining In tho hands of 
tho binditB as hoBtagfls. This projoot was, 
however, abandoned, owing to the protests 
of Mme. Lyandet on learning that is waa in- 
tended to soparato ber from her husband. 
Thoy were then taken down to the sea 
coast, and offer throe weoka more of misery 
were at length handed over to a Chinese 
mandarin, Genera! Sou, who la believed to 
have beon directed by the Chinese govern- 
ment to pay $6,000 ransom and secure their 
releaBo. In any event the releaao waa se- 
cured, and aa speedily aa possible they were 
returned to the Frenoh authorities.

Big Plant to Be in Operation on 
the (Jaesnelle Elver in 
March. 

Throe Tacoma mining men registered at 
the Oriental hofcol yesterday and left this 
morning for Cariboo! They are Judge S. 
D. Griffith, Mr. E. J. Fader and Mr. Wm. 
Boadsley, of Beadsley Bros., coal mlno 
owners of Pittsburg, Pennsylvania. The 
party are memberB of tho " Main Queanolle 
Mining and Dredging Co.," which haB re- 
cently been formed undor tho lawB of Wash- 
ington, with a capital of $250,000. Mr. 
Fader, the managor of tho company, is the 
Inventor of a now dredging machine of im- 
mense power, whioh has been patented in 
Canada and the United States. With it tho 
company's property on the QaeBnelle river 
will be worked. 

The Main Quesnolle Mining & Dredging 
Co., have a lease of ten miloB on the river, 
from the month of Beaver river down, and 
Mr. Fader, who spent all summer prospBot- 
ing there, saya it la the richcBt part of the 
famous Quesnelle. Ho used a small machine 
made on hia principle for exploration work 
and mado seven channels across the river. 
With it he was able to handle all kinds of 
dirt and even boulders weighing a ton. The 
full .sized machine is, however, very much 
more powerful. 

Steel toothed buoketa of oast iron weigh- 
lug from one thousand pounds to a ton are 
operated on a reversible cable stretching 
from shore to shore by a largo steam plant 
TheBe buckets can work to a depth of even 
500 foot in the water. 

All kinds of dirt can be taken out, even 
boulders weighing ten or twenty tons being 
handled with ease. 

Ab the buckets reach tho bank thry are 
dumped into a flume, fed by cen rifugal 
pumpa, for waBhing. An electric pl»».c is to 
be put in and the work ruGbed nigt.t; and 
day. 

Mr. Fader Btatea that tho result of hia 
prospecting during the summer was to 
provo that tho dirt runB from 39 cents to $17 
a yard, and that aa tho machine can handle 
thiB at 12J centB a yard, the profit even on 
tho smaller sum will pay very high returnB. 

The machinery too is to be m»do in Can- 
ada, and an Ottawa firm is now at work 
upon it. It is expeoted that everything 
will be in readiness and the machinery in 
position to go ahead by the beginning of 
March. Mr. Fader la thoroughly convinced 
that the company will make a thorough suc- 
cess, of the dredging and reap a golden re- 
ward for their enterprise and energy. 

HEWS OF THE ORIENT. 

The Terrible Colliery Accident at Makiesan— 
Cholera at an End in Japan. 

The North China Daily News of October 
5 oontains particulars of the terrible colliery 
accident which occurred about a month ago 
at Makiesan, toaio sixty miles from Han- 
kow, and in which some sixty Uvea were 
lost. The mice la one of Chung Chih-tnng'a 
enterprises and has not been long opened. 
Tho coal from it is used for the manufacture 
of coke to be employed in certain iron smelt- 
ing works. In contcqucnce of the accident 
the smelting furnaco whiah has just been 
started will hive to be blown down again. 
There is little doubt that the explosion is 
due to tho Chinesu authorities not acting 
upon the advice of the foreign experts they 
had employed. The mine is worked by a 
shaft of moderate depth. Tho foreign over- 
seers advised the establishment of a proper 
Byatem of ventilation by moe.ns of a fan, or 
Ibo of fires at the bottom of a ventilating 
ahafc, but instead of this an antiquated plan 
of pumping air in from bellows was employ- 
ed. Altogether some 200 men wore employ- 
ed in and about tho minee, and at the time 
of the explosion Borne CO men were in tho 
working, of whom all are presumed to have 
periahed by the exploaion of fire damp. The 
occurrence haa created considerable excite- 
ment, but aa it happened in connection with 
an offiolal undertaking, every effort is beiDg 
made to minimise it. The men seem dista- 
nce! to do anything, and but few of the 
b >dleB have beon recovered. 

According to tho Yomiuri, some Japanese 
coolies In Formosa have been detooted smok- 
ing opium of late, and the facb having como 
uuder the notice of Admiral Kabayama, 
oommander- in-chief of the island, ho Issued 
a notification to tho commaudora of the var- 
ious army oorpa and civil and military of- 
fices, reminding them that thoy should bo 
mere oareful in preventing tho Japanese 
from acquiring the pernicious habit. At 
the same time > '" published a proclamation 
of hia determii ajion to punish with death 
any native of the island caught furnishing 
ooium, or apparatua for Bmoking it, to a 
Japanese. 

" The cold woathor that haB prevailed 
during tho past week appears to have prac- 
tioally stamped out bho cholera," eaya tho 
Yokohama Advortloer, of October 28. 
" Only 40 fresh caseB wore reported on Sun- 
day. Its rapid und steady deoreaso iB cauae 
for national congratulation." 

Fire broke out at Hakodate at 3 o'olook 
on the morning of the 22 id instant, and 230 
houses wore reduced to uBhea. Tho uin o t 
oonfusion prevailed, and the loss of life n^s 
not yob been ascertained.

NEWFOUNDLAND. 

Newfoundland, it seems, la coming to its 
senses. Its leading men, ab any rata, are be- 
ginning to see that confederation with Can- 
ada has for their oounbry many advantages. 
This conviction will perhaps have the effect 
of causing them to be reasonable in their de- 
mands. They now see that it ia unwise for 
them to oomo to Canada with proposals for 
union which ib would be folly for any Can- 
adian Government to accept. They must 
know by this time that Canadians 
ore nob so very eager to have 
Newfoundland become a member of the 
Confederation that they aro ready to agree 
to almoBt any terms. Many patriotic Cana- 
dians no doubt have a strong dosire to round 
off tho Dominion by including the "Old 
Colony " within its bounds and aro oonse- 
■quently prepared to deal with the New- 
foundlanders as liberally and oven aa gener- 
ously as they can in juBtice to tho people of 
Canada. There Is, as far aa wo know, no 
wish to conceal this desire, but the colonists 
should bo warned against taking advantage 
of lb to insist upon terms that are evidently 
unfair to Canada and Impossible to Its Gov- 
ernment. Newfoundland 1b in a position 
to make a very good bargain with Canada, 
and if its Govornmenb is wlao they will be 
content with a good bargain and nou try to 
gob anything more, because if they do they 
will not auooeed. The Newfoundland dele- 
gates laet sprirg were unreasonable and con- 
sequently their mlBBion waa a failure. The 
Toronto Globo, speaking of that mlaBlon, 
says : 

No reasonable man will say that the Do- 
minion Governmanb was to blame for moving 
cautiously and slowly In the matter and for 
not yielding to thoBe extremists who would 
have bought the Island on any terms, and 
even without obtaining the consent of Its 

people The union will 

be good or evil according to the 
wisdom with wh'oh tho terms are 
arranged. The acquisition of a new 
Provinoo whoso poople would ba heartily In 
ajcord with us in completing tho work of 
Confederation, who would be Canadians in 
the true bqubo of the word, would ba a mat- 
ter for congratulation ; bub no friend either 
of Conada or Newfoundland dealres to aee 
an arrangement hurried through in such a 
manner aa to give rlae to discontont on the 
Island, to agitations for repeal, to applica- 
tions for bettor torms, or to quarrels with 
the French over the shore question. 

The Globo ia sound and sensible on the 
Newfoundland question. Let Newfoundland 
be admitted into the Union on fair terms — 
fair to Canada aa well as to Newfoundland 
— or nob at all. There need ba no hurry 
about tho mattor. Tho disadvantages of 
Isolation will be folb more and more by tho 
Newfoundlanders as time progresses and tho 
day is certain to come when its inhabitants, 
who now look on Canada with auapiolon will 
aee plainly that It will be to their Interest 
to unite their deBtluy with that of the peo- 
ple of tho Dominion. 

MANHOOD SUFFRAGE. 

Not very long ago Radicals and Republi- 
cans believed tbao manhood suffrage was 
the cure lor all tho ovlla from whloh the 
body politio was suffering. They reaaoned 
plauBibly that when every man had a vote 
governments in all that thoy did would 
consult tho welfare of the people and that 
alone. If any atabosman or IoglBlator became 
corrupt or vontnrod to abuse tho power 
with whloh tho people had entrusted him, 
ho would bo quiokly called to account and 
If found guilty promptly puuiahed. Tho 
peoplo would be always alive to their own 
interests, and mlegovernmont would beoome 
Impossible, or nexb to Impossible. But ox- 
perienoo has shown that thoro muBb have 
boon something radically wrong in this rea- 
soning. Governments elected by manhood 
suffrage— national, state and munlolpal— 
have boon oorrupt, extorcionato and bont 
upon oarrying out the designs of ombltloua, 
grasping and seloBh men, who did nob oare 
a rush for bho publio good, lb waa found 



that a corrupt or an ignoranb electorate 
could ba bribed or dupad into furthering the 
doslgne of sohemiog aooundrela and in sup- 
porting measures and policies that were not 
calculated to promote the publio good. Ib 
dawned even upon radicals that if 
tho peoplo wero to be sovereign It was 
neocsBary that tho peoplo, in order to be 
able to exerolso thoir sovereignty intelli- 
gently and honestly, must be carefully in- 
structed as to what is good for them, and 
trained to walk in the paths of political 
virtue. They were forced to the conclusion 
that wisdom and virtue are juat as necessary 
to the ruler who baa a million of heads as to 
the ruler who has only ono hoad. The Re- 
publicans of South Carolina have come to 
find that manhood suffrage Is not what it 
has boon craokod up to be. Acoordlngly 
thoy in state convention assembled 
have doolded to amend tbe Constitu- 
tion of South Carolina by inserting 
in lb provisions which reatriot the qualifies 
tlon of the voter to men who oan read and 
write well or who poasoaa a oertain amount 
of aaaoasablo property. Consistently enough 
tho oonvontion declines to submit thia 
amendment to the present elaatorate ab the 
polla, Thia is what the Now STork Times 
oays about the work of the South Carolina 
oonvontion : — 

Ib was said in tbe dobatos In the conven- 
tion and In the current discussion in (South 
Carolina thab thia plan of applying a teat of 
intelligence to qualify oleotors before apply- 
ing the permanent quallficablon of education 
or ownership of taxablo property Is justifi- 
able if it be applied with absolute justice 
and impartiality. 

Thab aeenis to us to be quite true, bub the 
ohanooof its being applied with absolute 
justice and impartiality is exceedingly slim. 
Ab tho avowed purpoBO Ib, not to suppress 
tho illiterate vote or tho ignoranb voto 
but bho negro vote, and as it 
was loudly proclaimed during tho cun- 
vaBB for the election of delegates to the con- 
vention that white aupremaoy waa to bo 
maintained without disfranchising any 
white man except for crimp, It is greatly to 
be teared that boaids of registration ap- 
pointed by the Governor and representing 
only ono party will find a white man's ex- 
planation of a selected section c f the Consti- 
tution more satisfactory than a black man's 
in most, if nob in all instances. Here Ib 
whero the unjust dlrcriminntion will come 
in, if anywhere, and, unfortunately, suspi- 
cion of ib will not be due merely to the lia- 
bility of suoh a provision to abate, bub to 
tho avowed purpoBoa of thoEe who devised 
Ib. 

THE FAST ATLANTIC SERVICE. 

Now that tho British Government has de- 
cided to subsidise a fast Atlantio steamship 
sorvloe, a faab line between Boma porb of 
Canada and a porb of Greab Britain will, no 
doubt, bo before long established. The com- 
petition between the differenb steamship 
companies will be been. There will also ba 
a competition between Dominion seaports. 
In such a rivalry a few hours in the 
length of tbe voyage will make a very mate- 
rial difference. The port of arrival and de- 
parture of a fast line muab be open all bhe 
year round, and ib muab bo ia direct 
connection with the transcontinental 
railroads. Halifax, und St. John aie 
both favorably situated in these 
respeots, but Halifax haB the advantage in 
being somewhat nearer Great Britain. It 
may be that this advantage may, 
as regards St. John, be made np 
In superior railroad facilities. St. John is 
now some hours noaror to Montreal by rail 
than Halifax. Notwithstanding this, Hali 
fox waa the port selected by Mr. Huddarb, 
and no doubt ia making the choioo the 
olalms of St. John were fully considered. 

Then the competition of the United States 
will have to be boriie in mind. The Canadian 
line will have to offer as many advantages 
to tho traveler as the beat American line, 
In that ease the ahortor soa voyage will 
give Halifax a considerable advantage over 
New York. The New York Mail and Ex- 
press, discussing an artlole In bhe North 
American Review on a fast Atlantic abeam- 
ship service, attaches muuh importance to 
tho ahortening of the sea voyage. Ib soya : 
But there is more than the comfort and 
convenience of Individual passengers and 
business men dependent upon tho consumma- 
tion of some auoh plan as thab evolved by 
Mr. Corbln. Export marine architects have 
come to the conclusion that tho limit of 
apoed in Bteamshlp travel, when conjoined 
with safety and comfort, is nearly reached. 
Nothing but racing machines, they aay, will 
make the trip bebwoon the prerenb termini 
in muoh less than aix daya. The only other 
way to Bhorten tho trip is to diminish tho 
length of the water route. British lines can 
do this hi/ establishing a terminus at Halifax, 
canncoting with faab trains to Boston aril 
Now York, and dlvorling bobh paaaon- 
g«r and freighb braiBc by tho sub- 
sidised Canadian Pacific to all the lake 
ports, tho Paoifio Coast and tho Orient. 
This would require a subsidy, and 
Groat Britain ia liberal in Bobiidies, us ia 
shown by the faot that in recently awarding 
tho Irish mail contract it raised tho annual 
aubaidy to £100,000 for a deoroase of one- 
half hour in time betwoon Klngabown and 
Holyhead. 

Tho only way to prevenb tho establish- 
ment of such an all-Briblah route is for the 
United States to promote and aecure a 
through dlreoti route whloh will pub tho Lon- 
don mails in New York and on bhe Paoifio 
Coast in less bimo than can be dono by any 
Canadian roube. Ib would appoar that this 
oan be b»ab accomplished by the adoption of 
Mr. Coibln'a Montauk routo. Canada la 
offering to pledge many times more money 
to obtain this advantage than would bo re- 
quired from the United States to eeaure and 
make permanent tho Intercontinental mail 
and passenger traffic. 

Tho pr< jeob of Mr, CorblD, therefore, bo- 
cornea one of national importance 

If Canada makeB the moat of ita goo- 
graphioal poaltlon, ib Is hard to aeo how 
Amorioana, with all thoir Ingenuity and en- 
terprise, oan compoto Bucoesafully with u 
Canadian fast lino. 



waB almost wholly confined to the Scotch. 
Tho peoplo of thab country were loud 
In their pratsoe of tho wholesomeness 
and tho nutritive qualities of " par- 
ritoh " and oatcake, but the English 
and men of other nationalities listened to 
tho laudation of oatmeal with a sceptical 
smile. It, however, found Us wnjf to 
southern tables ; first those of the 
nuraorieB and afterwarda bhe ohildren of 
large growth acquired a taste for " Scotia's 
wholeeome food." Aftor a while the Ameri- 
cans, who are more than ordinarily fastidi- 
ous as to what they eat, learned to like 
porridge, and now " oatmeal " ia an indis- 
ponsablo itom on every hotol bill of faro 
from Ottawa to New Orleans Ib goea with- 
out aoylng thab a largo proportion of 
the population of Canada took to oatmeal 
as a duok taken to water. Being of Scotch 
and Irish descent, they Inherited a taste for 
porridge and " Btlrabout," and the taats for 
thia wholesome food Boon extended to Can- 
adians of every nationality and of every 
class. Porridge is now found, not only on 
the table of the farmer and other inhabi- 
tants of tho rnral districts, bub It is a highly 
esteemed article of food in the cities and 
towns, being used in the family of the mer- 
ohanb and the professional man as well aB in 
that of tho meohanioand the laborer. 

Ono advantage of oatmeal is that tbe lovo 
of ib grows with the uao of ib. Those who 
do nob cam about oatmoal when they first 
taate ib acquire a liking for it, and thoBe 
who use it in their ohildhood and youth re- 
tain their partiality for it through the wholo 
of their lives. The Scotch are as fond of 
porrldgo aa they were a hundred years ago, 
and point to the men who are roared on oat- 
meal with aB muoh pride aa thoy did whon a 
loyal Soob snubbed that crabbed old critio Dr, 
Johnson by a retort which la aa fresh and as 
applicable to-day as it was on the dayib was 
made. 

There have of late years boon many im- 
provements In the manufaoturo of oatmeal. 
The machinery of tho cat-mill, like tho 
maohinory of all othor manufacturing con- 
cerns, haa bean changed ao aa to produce 
better results, and the various gradeB 
of oatmoal and "groats" are to- 
day greatly superior to corresponding gradoa 
of even ten yeara ogo. And, we may add, in 
no part of tho world ia bettor oatmeal made 
than in the province of British Columbia. 
The BritiBh Columbia hoowkeeper, there- 
fore, in purohasing home-manufaatured cut- 
meal will nob have to put up with an in- 
ferior article for the sake of encouraging a 
home industry. She will find thab the home- 
made article Is In every respect as gocd as 
any that ia imported, and In faotBuperior to 
very muoh that comes here highly recom- 
menced.

That the Charges Were Not 
Sustained. 



Committee Advised to Make Kales to 
(iovern the Service— Their 
Methods Condemned. 



The attendance was nob quite so largo aa 
usual last evening when tho council met as 
a -elect commlbteo, Aid. Humphrey in the 
chair, to continue tho Hutchison inquiry. 

Electiioal Superintendent Hutchison was 
rocallod by his counsel, Mr. Belyea, and ex 
amlnod as to the engineer's report respect 
ing tho 2Gth October and following nights, 
which were moonlight. He Bald tho men at 
the station havo standing orders to have 
ateam up as usual on moonlight nighta, and 
uao their own judgmont, aa they have dona 
for years, about Btarting the maohinery. 

William Houaton, foreman machinist for 
Spratb & Gray, being aworn was examined 
by Mr. Balyea. He spoke of having been at 
the eleotric station on the 10th of Ootobar, 
for about an hour and a quarter, when 
Mosira. Hutohison, Carson and Roberts wore 
also present. The statement in Engineer 
Carson's report that Mr. Hutchison wbb nob 
thero that evening ia not true. 

To Aid. Bragg witness aald that a few 
daya before, when he waa at tho station in 
the morning, ho met thero Aid. Bragg, 
Mayor Tcague and a Fronchman oleaning 
tho windows. The Buporlntondenb was nob 
there, neither waa anyone else in tho em- 
ploy of the corporation. 

To Aid. Maomillan, Superintendent Hut- 
chison, recallod, said this man who was 
oleaning tho wlndowa had oome to him with 
a note from Aid. Williams recommending 
him as a man deserving of employmonb, 

Aid. Williame rose to say that tho witneaa 
must be mistaken. 

Supt. Hutohison said the man certainly 
had a note bearing what purportod to be 
Aid. Williams' slgnaturo. He Is named Do- 
vaux and waa often employed at the Yates 
atreet ataiion. 

Aid. Macmillnn explained that Mayor 
Teague had at tirat taken cxaoption to tho 
preaenoe of this window cleaner, as an entiro 
stranger, but afterwards reoognizod him as 
an old employee. 

Aid. Bragg ;aked if the windowa could 
not have beon cleaued by the fireman or 
othor employeea. 

WltneBB — "Yes; they might have been 
oleaned by tho lamp trimmers if they had 
not boen engaged In moro important duties." 
(Laughter and applause ) 

Mr. Belyea announced that this comploted 
the oaae for the defence, exe?pt that ho 
asked to have pub In, for use, a report on 
the condition of tho machlnory made about 
two months ago by Aid. Bragg ; and also 
the firat part of the englnoer's roport, miss- 
ing last evening. 

Aid. Bragg explained that the first part of 
the report was made on Blips of paper, when 
it was Intended only to have a report for 
three or four days. It was subsequently 
decided to continue the record tor the 
month, and the rest waa handed in separ- 
ately. The memoranda for tho firat four 
nighta were attached to the policemen's re- 
ports, and he could not say how they got 
dotaohed. 

The Chairman atated thab ho had been 
informed by bhe typewriter that the oopy 
sent to Mr. HubchiBon ie a true copy of tho 
report made by the engineer — and in the 
absence of the original must he accepted. 

Mr. Belyea in oponlng hia address con- 
gratulated the oonncll upon having got to 
the end of thia investigation without havirg 
discovered anything rt fleeting upon the 
choice they had made for an electric light, 
ing superintendent. (Applause ) Ho thought 
no one would contend that any ordinary 
jury of twelve men could by any posaibllity

find tho accuned otfiolal guilty of any one of 
the charges which have been prtferreo 
against him. Ho cook up these oht>r^>.n one 
by one, instancing us ovtdunce of their gen 
eral unreliability the testimony hore 10 
night by an outsider — Mr. Hcuatou— tbM 
ho had beon present at tho station on the 
night of the llUh of October, in converse 
tion with tho engineer and tho superintend 
ent together, while tho engineer in the re 
port which be had beon asked to make upoo 
his superior officer deolared that the super- 
intendent had not come to the station at all 
thab night ! He asked what rolianco could 
he placod npon the rest of this report; — 
the result of a most iniquitous departure 
on the part oi the corporation, in 
ordering a subordinate to spy upon 
the head of his department, thus striking 
a blow at all discipline In tho corporation 
service. (Applause ) He regretted to have 
to call attention also to tho contradictions 
on oath of tho statements made by the 
chairman of tho oleotrio light committee 
that the lamp trimmers had nevor seen the 
superintendent on duty, and alBO thab ho 
was soldom in attendance at the station. 
No attempt oven has been made to provo 
that the superintendent was nob present in 
the day time, except on some visits which 
members of tho oominltteo made 
early hour in the morning when hav- 
ing been up late at nighb tho 
superintendent could nob be expected to be 
there. (Applause.) The chargeB made with 
respect to the repairB had also boen utterly 
disproved, as he showed by citing tho dc 
tails. Ho pointed out tho neglect of tho 
committee to furnish the superintendent 
with any workshop or tools, concluding that 
tho commlttoe mtiBt have been pretty hard 
pushed when under tho circumstances they 
mado a charge of thin kind. (Great applause 
He called attention to the ouiioua circum- 
stance that though ho had been led to be 
lleve that tho charges to be investigated 
were those made by tho committee to the 
city council, they woro practically abandoned, 
and In substitution one alderman ubIcs tho 
superintendent, " Did I nob tell you to fill 
up some holes in the wharf ?" another, " Did 
I not tell you to plok up some 
wires in James Bay 7" and still another, 
" Did I not tell you to mend some lamps on 
Government Btreet?" — all of which direc- 
tions, it has been shown, were obeyed. He 
thought the investigation had proved bo bo, 
as it has been very aptly desorlbed by two 
aldermen, a " farce " or a " aircus "j and he 
held that nothing whatever had been 
brought out to show thab the service has 
been in any way impaired by any trifling 
delinquencies on bhe part of the superintend- 
ent. With respect to box 25, which would 
not ring for the Mayor when the Governor- 
General was present, he had heard to-day 
that the efficient chief of tho fire brigade 
ooneidere tho remark? mado last night u re 
flection upon him. He (Mr. Belyea) had, 
however, no such intention, but did think 
thab tho matter should be referred to the fire 
wardenB, as it appeared thab Borne one else 
baBides tho two pereonB authorized must 
have keys to the insido ooxob. 

Aid. Wilson (interrupting) aEked, if in 
order, to be allowed to call Chief Daasy now 
in this connection. 

'The Chairman thought this unnecessary, 
as nothing hid boen Bald reflecting on tho 
Chief. 

Mr. Balyoa continuing said there ap- 
peared to ha;o been an impression that he 
had also criticised the policemen for the 
part they had taken, but any such impres- 
sion he wished to remove. It Is the duty of 
the policemen to obey their orders, and the 
complaint in respect to thoir connection 
with the oase is not against them, but 
against those who assigned to them that un- 
pleasant duty. (Hear, hear.) Ho would 
leave the council to judge this acoused offi- 
cial upon the evidence which has been pre- 
sented, asking for it only the fair considera- 
tion whioh they would themselves expeot If 
in the superintendent's place. (Applauso. ) 

Aid. Macmillan reminded Mr, Belyea that 
he had spoken of dealing with another re. 
port, which ho had not mentioned. 

Mr. Bjlyea in response said he had for- 
gotten this report, whioh was that made by 
Aid. Bragg as chairman, on the 2°2ad of 
July, upon the condition of the new electric 
lighting machinery. Thab report was in 
substance that the plant was about as poor 
as any olty over got for tho money, and he 
thought it wonderful, after the committee 
had had such a roport, that they should 
charge tho superintendent with incompe- 
tency or nogleot in not making it thoroughly 
efficient. (AppIauBO.) 

The Chairman announced thab after Aid. 
Bragg had spoken for bho corporation, ho 
would expeot the aldermen to proceed to 
deal with tho matter without any obher 
long speeches. 

Aid. Bragg then rose, with the prefatory 
remark, as Mr. Mason handed him the brief, 
that probably it would ba " more in line " if 
the City Solicitor answerod Mr. Belyoa, 
who bo thought had surrounded hiB client 
with a oreat deal of wind. (Laughter and 
Bounds of dissent, causing the alderman to 
intorposo an exhortation to the public to 
give him fair play ) Ho wishod to answer a 
statement which he had hoard, thab hia 
action against tho superintendent was 
prompted by disappointment over 
tho fact that tho man he had 
wanted did not get the position:; and to add 
thab Mr. Hutchison was aotually appointed 
by his (Aid. Bragg**) vote, and on tho recom- 
mendation of the man who it is now said 
wishes to supplant him. He wished to say 
that when tho dissatisfaction with Mr. 
Hutchison was first spoken of, Aid. Williams 
was one of tho most dissatisfied, " though he 
is showing a littlo-cf tho white feather now." 
(Laughter.) The Mayor ab the outset said 
to let Mr. Hutchison go along for a while 
and he might improve, and later had sug- 
gested tho slops that were taken to get evi- 
dence about him ; and ho wishod to say hole 
that tho Mayor did notgotasmnoh orldenoe 
as he said he would. Then theio was a 
privato meeting held, when Aid. Partridge 
and Aid. Macmillan almost jumped ab tho 
Mayor, saying 

Aid. Macmillan protested against poraonal 
reflections whon thoro would nob ba an op- 
portunity for reply. 

Aid. Bragg, after arguing at longth on 
tho oonbention that tho charges have boen 
sustained, added thab to his mind one of the 
strongest proofs against Mr. Hutobison has 
beon bis employing a lawyer to defend him. 
(Great laughter.) Ho admitted that Mr. 
ISelyea had done a pretty good jab for his 
olient ; but nevertheless ho held thab tho 
evidence in support of the oharges was suffi- 
cient to lead tho council to dismiss tho 
superintendent. (Hisses.) 

Tho Chairman asked for a motion, and 
expressed the hope thab tho aldormon would 
deal with it without speoohos, except by 
bho mover and seoonder. 

Aid, McLellan forbhwibh moved that Mr. 
Hutchison be sustained ia his position. 
(Applauso.) 

The Chairman asked that the motion be 
pnt in writing. 

Aid. Cameron said he had ono in writing 
whioh perhaps would bo acceptable to Aid, 
MoLcllan, and he read lb, as follows : 
" Whsreas at a meeting of tho oonnoil 



this room to-morrow (Friday) evening as a 
select oomtnittee, with Aid. Humphrey in 
the chair, publicly to investigate the charges 
prff<Jrr*rl by the chairman of the electric 
light, committee p gainst tho superintendent 
ot thfl eleotrlu light department ; 

"In pursuance of such resolution meet- 
ings i f such committp o w«« hold at- thy oily 
hall ou November 15th, 19 -h and 20;h, and 
r, Carson, J Roberts, W. CUyareiH, W. A. 
Anderson, T. Kavanaugh, A ftib'oo, H. 
Jewell, W, Wrigloaworth, F. Widdowuon, 
M, Hufohlson and \V. Houston were exam- 
ined on oath before said u •remittee in refer- 
ence to the chargeB preferred by the chair- 
man of tho electrie light committeio against 
M. Hutchison, superintendent of elootric 
lighting : 

" Your committoe having heard the said 
evidence aro of opinion that the evldenoa aa 
given before the committee does nob sub- 
stantiate said charges ; 

" But your committee think that efficiency 
may bo promoted by the adoption of a oodo 
of regulatins defining tho duties of the 
superintendent, and that it is tho duty of 
the electiio light committee toaubmlt to the 
council such regulations as they may deem 
necessary to Becuro efficiency in tho depart- 
ment." 

Aid. MoLellan seconded this resolution. 
Ho had voted, after oareful inquiry, for Mr. 
Hutchison's appointment, and he waB still 
of tho opinion that that gentleman is fully 
capable of performing the duties of the 
offise. He orltiolaed the undorhund way in 
whioh the committee had gone about the 
business, whon the propor courae would 
havo beon to have warned the superinten- 
dent, if necessary, to mend his ways. He 
protested entirely against getting police- 
men and, worso still, his own subordinates 
to report againBb any oivio offioial. In his 
own lino of business he would 
give any subordinate hiB walking 
tickob who camo to him as genoral superin- 
tendent with information against men 
whom he waa supposed to be looking after ; 
and if the committee oannot themselves con- 
trol the superintendent they had hotter re- 
sign. (Applause.) On the other hand, he 
would admit that this has been a very com- 
plicated business. No doubt as a rulo the 
oouncil should uphold its committees, but 
in this instance ho would depart from that 
rule. Where thero has been so muoh Bmoko 
thore must have been some fire ; possibly 
the superintendent has been alow In at- 
tending to his dutiof, but he thought that 
Mr. Hutchison, and the committeo too 
(laughter), would learn from experience and 
do bettor in future. He advised the com- 
mittee when next they wished to discharge 
a man to do it at their own desks without 
going to any outaiders to ask questions. 
(Applauso.) 

Aid. Bragg moved in amendment, "Thab 
M. Hubchiaon bo suspended for negleotlng 
his duties as superintendent of the electric 
lighting station." 

Aid. Wilson seconded this motion de- 
claring thab he knew every charge made 
against the superintendent to be truo. Tho 
appointment of Mr. Hutchison, he might 
s»y, was duo to his own vote 

The Chairman— " Aid. Bragg just now 
claimed that it was his ! " (Laughter.) 

Aid. Wilson— "You are awfully witty, 
Mr. Chairman." He concluded by relterab- 
ing his bell-jf that tho superintendent mer- 
ited dismissal. 

Aid. Williams said it seemed to him that 
one part of the council wished to dispose of 
Mr. Hutchison without giving him an oppor- 
tunity to rodeom himself, vhile the other 
parb would make him the lion of tho day by 
supporting the resolution of Aid. Cameron. 
Both, he thought, were wrong. Mr. Hutchi- 
son was certainly negligent until within the 
last few weeks, lor during tho months pre- 
vious to S^p oenber he was Boldom ab hia 
post. He 'n no doubt capable, and can give 
the city <;uod service, so that if he works in 
future us diligently as ho has duriug 
tho last bwo weeks he will be a 
credit to the position and will well 
earn tho amount paid for his services. He 
expressed regret for his inability to attend 
to committoe work during the last two 
months, through tho serious Illness that had 
occurred ab hia houBe. Ho trusted the 
council would give Mr. Hutchison a fair 
chance, though ho would not vote to en- 
tirely exonerate him from blame. Aid. 
Bragg's reference to himself as "showing 
the white feather " was uncalled for, as ho 
only wished to aot fairly to tho superin- 
tendent, and not to deal harshly with any- 
one. (Applauae.) 

The amendment by Aid. Bragg was pnt 
and lost, tho vote standing, for, Aid. Bragg, 
Williams and Wilson ; and against, Aid. 
Cameron, Hal), Macmillan, McLollan and 
Partridge. Tne motion declaring the 
charges not sustained was thon pub and 
carried on the same division reversed, and 
the chairman, in response to a request from 
Aid. Hall, declaring himself in favor of it — 
the numbers therefore standing (j to 3. 

Tho committeo adjourned at 10 p.m. 

THE TROLLYLBSS CAR. 

A Company Formed to Place It In Operation 
on tho Pacific Coast. 

Seattle, Nov. 20 — Tho trolloyless elec- 
tric car is an accomplished fact, and a com- 
pany formed to placo tho invention on the 
market will establish Pacific Coaet offices 
either in Seattle or San Franoisco. Tho new 
system bus been Invented by J. M. Murphy 
and Rev. Albert F. Pierce, of Danbury, 
Conn , and the Incorporation is known as 
the International Electric Company. In 
appearance tho car is similar to any other 
car, except that the trolley la missing. 
There is no wire or trolley of any soit, but 
occasional ihshos from tho wheols and 
Bhowera of tiny eparka in thoir wako show 
the presenoo of elootricity. £he wire is 
completely buried, tho oar taking its power 
directly from the rail, only tho length of 
whioh ia charged with electricity while the 
car ib passing. At the end cf the rails are 
little levera whioh are oporated by the 
wheels and whioh automatically throw tho 
ourronb into the nexb seotion of track.

BETWEEN TWO ELEMENTS. 



Five and Water Claim Hundreds of 
Victims ou the Chinese Troop 
ship "Kunffpai." 



Her Boilers aud Magazines Explode 
Almost Simultaneously With 
Appalling Consequences. 



The R.M.S. Empress of China, which ar- 
rived in port Tuesday, brings news of a 
terrible disaster in Kinohow bay on the 
morning of the 18 th of Ootober, the powder 
magazine and boilers of the Chinese troop- 
ship K.ungpai exploding almost simultane- 
ously while she waB on her way from Tient- 
sin to Kinohow with 800 infantrymen, and 
fully GOO lives being lost. A hundred and 
fifty others were seriously wounded, and 
less than a Btore esoapod soathlees. The 
survivors are cow In hospital at Kinohow, 
and residents of the coast olties are still in 
ignorance of details of the appaling fatality, 
as news always travels slowly in the Orient, 
and on the present occasion chlorate pre- 
cautions appear to have been taken by the 
authorities to prevent the faota becoming 
known. 

This is poeBlbly becauso the Kungpal, 
while not an old vessel, was in notoriously 
bad repair, everyone conneoted with her 
having been in daily fear of her boilorB going 
at almost any time. Loss than six months 
ago all the engine room staff deserted on this 
account, and the owners for a considerable 
time past hr.ro rofrained from sending her 
to HoDgkong, aa they know she would oer- 
tainly be condemned if she touched there. 

The ill fated steamer wont out to the 
China coast eight years ago bb the Wyoliflfa, 
and was shortly after purohasod by Captain 
Biswel!, formerly of .the China Merchants' 
Lino, and Tong King Sing, who ran her for 
a time under the British fhg. Latoi she 
waa sold to the Chinese Merchants' Com- 
pany, and under her old name had an ovent- 
ful career during the late war. She was a 
vessel of 1,04(3 tons (gross) and fifteen years 
old, from the yards of Ramage & Fergusson, 
of Leith. 

The steamer Irene, which waB sent from 
Taku to investigate as Boon as word of the 
disaster reached there, ascertained that the 
Kungpai'a boilers gave signs of collapse on 
the morning of the 14th Ootober, but her 
captain decided to pass on with his troops 
and repair after landing them at Kinohow, 

Four days later the Btarboard boilor ex 
ploded, killing throe of the stokers and the 
asoond ODgineor and setting the ship on fire. 
Despite the desperate efforts made to check 
their progress, the llimea advanced steadily 
until they touched the forward powder 
magazine and exploded It. In desperation 
those of the crew and the soldiers who es 
caped tbia second caeaatrophe worked on 
there had been but little powder in the 
magazine, the greater portion of the contents 
having boon tossed over the aide when tho 
boiler went, and there was still a little 
hope. 

The fire continued to gain, however, and 
twenty minutes later the after magazine fol- 
lowed, sending portions of the deck and 
housework, mutilated bodies, and a column 
of smoke and fhme high in the early morn 
ing air. The Captain, Richard Soden, and 
his Chief Officer, A. F. Lunlof, were wounded 
by the first of the powder explosions and 
were laid in one of the lifeboats to hj taken 
ashore as soon as possible. When, however, 
the second explosion was imminent, tho sol 
diers rushed on the boats in such numbers, 
that the davits broke and the only meanB of 
escape was, with the wounded men, swept 
into the sea. 

Fortunately the hull of the stoamer sank 
in shallow water and the survivors — one 
foreigner of the eighteen aboard and 200 
wounded soldiers — sat on the wreok for 
seventeen hours before boats from the shore 
could reach them. Their condition was 
truly pitiable for not one of tho party bad 
escaped terrible soalds and burns, and more 
than fifty died before the hospital was 
reached. 

At last reports the after portion of the 
wrecked steamer as far at tho mainmast 
was still intact, the forward part of the 
vessel having "been blown to pieces. At 
high wator the after part la under water 
and at low tide the upper deck shows 
through. The accident 1b spoken of as the 
worst that has ever happened on the 
Chinese coast, inolnding even that of the 
Kowshing — for those on board that cele- 
brated ship had bade defiance to fate in 
another way, and clearly knew what was all 
but certain to happen to them. 

Of tho Kungpii's officers and orew, as far 
as could be ascertained when the Empress 
left the Orient, but thirteen atill live, in- 
cluding ihe third engineer, Mr. O. Frome. 
The majority of the officers leavo widowB 
and families in tho Settlement cities, 



Origin of ntassaffo. 

Dr. Forestier of Ais-les-Bains has an 
interesting paper in Le Progrea Medic- 
al on "Tho Origin and Terminology of 
Massage." The physician of l'Hospice 
Evaugeliqne i.s of opinion that the 
method of treatment now known as 
massage was first introduced into Eu- 
rope by some of the returning members 
of Bonaparte's Egyptian expedition of 
1799, and relies for his information 
upon a book entlitled "Dos Euux Thor- 
males d'Aix en Savoie," published at 
Ohambery in 1808. 

Dr. Daqniri, tho author of the work 
in question, after a passage apropos of 
the douche, speaks of the manipulations 
and frictions which were observed by 
Captain Wallis among tho aborigines of 
Otoheite, and then proceeds as follows : 
"Those who followed the Emperor Na- 
poleon in Egypt inform us that this 
method was also in oxistenco among tho 
people of that country, and that it was 
employed after tho bath. Tho nanio of 
massoment has been given to it, and it 
is administered to the person whom they 
want to masser by rubbing successively 
the outiro surface of his body. 

"According to this account I think 
that this operation, which strikes mo as 
a vory salutary proceduro, might with 
great ndvantago be put in practice after 
their bath or douche upon thoso who 
make use of our thermal waters." — 
Loudon Lancet.

D. H. Bibb 
and E J. Holt, who wore sort north to in- 
vite the leading manufacturers of the North- 
west and British Columbia to join the 
trust, have returned, satisfied wich their 
success. One of the first groiA firma to join 
the combination waa the Oregon Piue Lum- 
ber Company, of Oregon. The Paoifio Em- 
pire Lnmber Company, formorly known as 
the Harrla mills, of Gray's Harbor, was the 
next to sign the agreement. Thon all the 
other important mills were whippod into 
line. Thoy inciado the following : The St. 
Paul and Tacoma Lumlor Company, tho 
Stimaon Mill 0>mpany, of Seattle, and tho 
Hastings mill, of British Columbia. Many 
others have joined the combine.

Curiosities of tUo Scwlne Needle, 

Sowing needles of bone, stone, glass 
and bronze antedato all historic records, 
but thoso of iron, brass and steel are 
comparatively modern. Bono and glass 
needles have been found in Egyptian 
tombs that are known to bo over 4,000 
years old, and similar domestic instru- 
ments of bronze and copper have been 
found in tho mounds and burial caves 
of Europe and America whioh are be- 
lieved to bo much older than those 
found with the Nilo mummies. The 
needle first appeared in its present form 
in European countries in tho year 1-110, 
but tho art of making (hem was kept a 
secret for upward of 1 50 years after the 
date last given. In tho year 1080 they 
were first made in the American colo- 
nies, but at what point is a mooted 
question among tho historians. 

At present there are no needle fac- 
tories in America, except thoso whioh 
make sewing machine neodies, it being 
considered much cheaper and moro eco- 
nomical to import them from the great 
Redditch and other English needle fac- 
tories than to make thorn at homo. Our 
great National Needle company at 
Springfield, Mass., makes about 80, - 
000,000 machine needles every year, and 
tho great Redditch (English) company 
makes three times that many, or 90,- 
000,000, of tho hand variety annually. 
— St. Louis Republic. 



Cost of French Opera Uoxes. 

When the old Marquis de Casa Riera, 
who had formally years tho great Entre 
Colonnes box ou tho right side — for 
which he paid, if I remember rightly, 
£1,200 a year, and which, though he 
was blind, ho filled every night with 
pretty women — died some 15 years ago, 
tbero was a hot flutter of excitement in 
tho Paris of tho opera as to what would 
become of tho succession to the box. 

After a palpitating strugglo of influ- 
ences, efforts and diplomacy, equal in 
emotion to tho contest between Ulysses 
and tho Telamonian Ajax for the armor 
of Achilles, the nephew and heir of the 
old marquis managed to keep tho box 
for ono night a week — ho could not ob- 
tain more — and it was won for each of 
the other nights by persons of tho high- 
est placo, who had been longing for it 
impatiently for years. An ordinary box 
for ono night a week costs from £240 to 
£320 a year, according to its size and 
situation. Tho combat for boxes i.s un- 
ceasing. It is one of tho features of the 
rich life of Paris, and to those who 
know tho people and tho circumstances 
the combat is diverting to watch. — 
Blackwood's Magazine.

NORTHERN NEWS BUDGET. 



Brought by the Steamship "City of 
Topeka," Which Arrived 
From Alaska. 



Arraug-pments ior Mail Going- to the 
Yukon This Winter-Mining 
Affairs. 



An entire absence of snow between here 
and Sitka, excopt on tho high mountains, is 
something unusual at this time of tho year; 
but Euoh is tho report mado by tho Pacific 
Coast Bteamship City of Topoka, which last 
night tied up at tho outor wharf. She waB 
only about an hour in port, although aho 
had considerable cargo to land, including 
among others 100 burels of herring oil in 
transit to Europe from Killisnoo. Several 
passengers disembarked here, there being 
upwards, of 00 othors, comprising cannery 
men, miner , ^nd buainoBS men. Chief En 
gtneer SauiBon, of the U.S. man-of-war 
Pinta, now at Sitka, was a passenger. 
Ha is going down tho Sound to join the fl ig- 
ship Philadelphia, having received the ap 
pointment of second engineer. Another 
passenger was Judgo J. C. Eggleston who Is 
returning home to Tennessee after settling 
the estato of W. F. Reed, tho largest trans- 
action of the kind ever effected in Alaska. 
W. P. Mills, one of Sitka's heaviest mer- 
chantr, waB on board the Topoka|on h's'way 
South as waB also E O. Sylvester, editor of 
the Alaska Searchlight, who onjoys the dis- 
tinction of having at one time and another 
owned an interest in every paper In Alask*. 
He is going us far South aa Seattle and will 
shortly return'North. Ho sayo the Search- 
light will bo considerably enlarged for the 
oomiDg year. 

A summary of the Alaskan news brought 
by the Topeka, Is ns follows : 

Ths announcement of the appointment of 
Hon. A. K. Delaney as judgo of the ditt ict 
court is received by all Alaskans with a 
great deal of enthusiasm. Mr. Delaney was 
formerly colleotor of the diBtrict under 
Cleveland's lirat term. 

Tho great placer mines of the Nosvell 
Gold MiniDg Co. iu Silver Bow Basin are 
still running full forco, and tho last month's 
clean up was tho richest of tho season. 

At Burner's bay the mines will run all 
winter. Tho output has been very satis- 
factory. Willis Nowell, supoi incendent of 
the mines, left on the Topeka on route Bouth 
for cleotrlcil supplioB, 

Tho Silver Queen mine at Sheep creek 
basin will run all winter. Now engines are 
being put in to run tho Burleigh drills. 

The winter promises to be an open one 
and mining operations will bo continued for 
Beveral weoka longer at least. 

C*pt. William Mooro is on his way to 
Viotorla and reports tho outlook for a trail 
over tho White Pass in tho near future ob 
being good. Only seven miles of hoavy 
road building on an easy routo are oponed to 
tbo Yukon gold (iolde. 

A large corporation is being formed in the 
Easb to open tho marble quarries of Chicagoff 
island noxt season. 

Prof. W. H. Dall'a report on the coal 
fiolds of Alaska, though not yet made 
public, 1b said to bo very favoruli'e, He 
says chat tho coal of Alaska has a commercial 
future.
